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AN ARMENIAN COIN AUCTION 


A collection of choice quality Armenian coins were consigned 
to Credit Suisse and auctioned on 3 December 1985 in New York City. 
Auction 4 listed 854 lots. Included were important ancient and 
medieval coins including an Armenian and Judean collection. The 
Armenian section, consisting of 195 coins, was classified under 
the following headings: "Tha Artaxiads of Armenia," "The Armenian 
Kingdom of Commagene," “Armenia Under the Romans," "Umayyad and 
te | ‘hea Struck in Armenia," and "Kingdom of Cilician Arme- 
nia.” (1 

The Section on ancient Armenian coins, compared to its medi- 
eval counterpart, was rather poor. Some key and easily obtain- 
able coins (even though they may be considered scarce), i.e., 

a silver drachm and copper chaicus of Tigranes II personifying 
the Tyche of the reverse, were conspicuously absent from the col- 
lection. In presence of some rare coins, i.e., the 2 chalci cop- 
per of Tigranes IV (lot 668) in extremely fine condition, this is 
very surprising. 

The bulk of the Armenian collection, 167 pieces, consisted 
of Roupenian coins. Most of the barons and all the kings were 
represented in the auction. 

The collector (an Armenian from the Netherlands) who spent 
many years of loving tender care to assemble these fine coins was 
not mentioned. Needless to say that Armenian coins have gained 
international recognition and this is thesecond major auction 
which is being held in this decade. (2) 

All the coins were illustrated in actual size, their weights 
and monograms were published, and a short historical narrative 
was attached to each section. 

Mr. Viken Havandjian was one of the four cataloguers. 

As a useful guide to current prevailing prices and for pos- 
terity, the statistical data is tabulated and offered to our men-
